The chapter entitled Inland 
Mails tells us in some detail how 
mails are collected and sorted, and 
I extract the following quotation as 
one ‘of the most interesting in an 
exciting chapter. .

Office is the well-known mail bag ex- 
change apparatus by. which malls

4 Hfe, me ms . 

When the expert forester talks 
about pruning trees he uses phrases 
common to the medical min. He 
will speak of the treatment of trec 
wounds, of the prononess of these 
wounds to infection, . and of the 
application of antiseptic dressings: 
Certain trees, he will tell you, bleed 
whon wounded. , 

In the United Statés, indeed, they 
classify the various processes. car- 
ried out to improve the health and 
appearance of a tree under the head- 
ing of ‘‘tree surgery.” : 

In the Royal Botanic Gardens at 
Kew and elsewhere, the lives of old 
trees have been prolonged and de- 
formities in young trees have been 
removed by operations which are, 

bl in part, analogous to surgical opera- 
tions on human beings. And trees 
respond to treatment in much the 

1f| same way as does the human body. 

K| I have just listened to.one of the 
most’ experienced of tree specialists, 
who is now Keeper of Museums at 
Kew, on this subject of “tree 
surgery.” 

Thirty-five years ago young trees 
at Kew were poorly grown as the 
result of unwise: . plinting and 
neglect of pruning; through the 
efforts of this expert these ‘same 
trees .are’ now ‘well-developed’ and 
prosperous. Better cultural methods 
and careful, though in some cases 
drastic, pruning have brought about 
the improvements. 


And Beauty Treatment. 

The expert said that the lives of 
certain old trees, such as the.oak, 
the,elm, the aweet chestnut and the 
mulberry, could sometimes be, pro- 
longed almost indefinitely by prun- 
ing. Other trees, such , as the 
beech being shorter-lived naturally, 

fido not pay for treatment, 

§| Holes found in old trees need 
treatment or the decay in them 

Bjspreads until the tree ultimately 

fi) dies. The dead and decaying wood 
must be scraped ‘out; .then the 
wound must be treated with an an; 
tiseptic dressing—a 20 ' per cent. 
solution. of carbolic acid and a coat- 
ing of coal tar. Finally the cavity 
could be filled up. : : 

He said they had used bricks and 
cement to fill large cavities at Kew, 
finishing the surface with a cement 

-[that would throw off rainwater. For 
appearance’ sake the cement could 

‘}be coloured and the surface marked 

\/in imitation of the bark, so, that 
at a distance the filling would 
scarcely be detected. 


Healing The Wounds. .. 
As to the antiseptic dressing, this 
is necessary in the case of every 
tree wound. such 2s those made in 
pruning. The carbolic acid: solu- 
tion, he explained, was a fungicide, 
and the tar prevents the vegetation 
of any parasitic fungi that may fall 
upon the wound afterwards. 
Short trunked trees are less able, 
with their large branchy heads, to 
) withstand violent storms than trees 
with a.nermal’ length of .single 
trunk. Branches forming low on 
the ‘trunk, therefore, should be 
restricted in growth for a few 
years, and in time pruned off al- 
together. In cutting away a branch 
the cut should be as clean as pos- 
sible, and should.be flush with the 
hark of the tree.. Such. a- wound 
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’ ADVERTISING V A LUE. 
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will heal in the same way a8 a flesh 
wound; but.if a stump be left that 
stump will, in the course of time 
decay, and the decay will spread to 
the heart of the tree trunk. 

‘In the museum at Kew devoted 
to British forestry there aro speci- 
mens of good pruning in.which 
wounds a, foot is diameter are al- 
most completely’ healed over by 
bark; moreover, a cross-cut speci- 
men reveals that new timber may 
form over the wound and the wound 
becomes’ only: a -elight- blemish .. in 
the inner trunk.

CHANG’S THE MAN. 


NOBODY OF GREATER 
INFLUENCE IN NORTH CHINA 


VIEWS OF. A JAPANESE. 


Mr. Yamamoto, President of. 
the South Manchuria Railway 
Company, is hopeful of an amic-. 
able .scttlement of the Man- 
churia and Mongolian problems in 
the negotiations to be resumed 
between’ Japan and China. He 
thinks that the outstanding rail- 
way problems, for instance, can 
‘be solved in familiar conversation 
between the representative of 
both countries, instead of by 
formal and serious discission’ of 
‘the points st issue by copious 
quotations from treaty provisions 
and international law. As quoted 
by the “Mainichi,” Mr. Yamamoto

DOCTOR'S NEW ‘THEORY ON 

: +. CANCER. 

The remarkable suggestion that 
cancer is contagious, a belief which 
the whole of the medical profession 
has previously refused to admit, is 
contained in a letter,to the “British 
Medical Journal" from Dr. J. Me- 
Leod, of Ingleton, Carnforth, Lan- 
cashire. : 

"Dr. McLeod, in his letter gives In- 
stancés of three men who were not 
known to be suffering from.cancer 
when they accepted gifts of pipes 
from a friend, Mr, “X," after Mr. 
“xX” had smoked the pipes only. 
once or twice. : : 

Mr. “X” later died from cancer, 
und within the next year or two his 
friends “A,” “B,” and “C” died 
from cancer, 

* “Indulgent" Pipe-Smokers. 

“yr, (K’ was an indulgent pipe- 
smoker,” writes Dr, McLeod, .“re- 
newing an attractive and expensive 
type of pipe every few weeks. He 
had business dealings with ‘A,’ 'B’ 
and 'C,’ and presented each’ with 
one of these used pipes, ‘Unknown 
to all.concerned he was suffering 
from eancer of tho stomach, and 
died within the year. 

“A” gays Dr. McLeod, ‘died of 
cuncer of the tongue .and jaw, ‘B 
of cancer of the stomach, and ‘C’ 
of cancer of: the bowel. . 

“T Jeave the render to draw his 
own conclusions,” adds Dr. McLeod. 

A prominent London specialist 
pointed ‘out .that thé suggestion 
opens up an entirely new .field of 
cancer theory. ; . 

“It has been possible to transfer 
cancer from one animal to another,” 
he said, “in experimental work by 
means of transplanting the growth, 
but never has a mouse, for instance, 
been infected through nibbling at 
something at which a cancer mouse 
has nibbled. , a . 

“Similarly, it has been “ proved, 
time and time again, that a man 
who has cancer of the lip does not 
infect his' wife with it-although he 
kisses her.” :

Incorrect Forecasts, 

Mr. Yamamoto proceeds to put 
aside as incorrect: vatious: pessi- 
mistic forecasts of the Sino- 
Japanese negotiations, He. de- 
nies the report that General 
Yang Yu-ting is unwilling to re- 
present China in the parleys. 
Nor does .he share the view of 
those who predict serious difficul- 
ties ahead. So far as the Kirin- 
Hoinyung railway is concerned, 
an agreement has already been 
reached in broad outlines, and all 
that.is required is to fix details. 
In regard, to the Ta-Tung line 
also, an understanding has al- 
ready been reached. China made
